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Additional provision was made on the budget of this 
department for livestock, irrigation and fishery services which 
are in course of organisation. Agricultural experiment stations 
are being established at Acre, Beisan, Jerusalem and Jericho 
and a programme of field research has been correlated with 
similar undertakings by the various colonising agencies. Buildings 
for a cential stud-farm at Acre are approaching completion and 
stock are expected from England, Spain and Cyprus before the 
end of the year. A lieuuest by the late Sir Ellis Kadoorie of 
L.E. 112,000 was recently made available and sanction received 
to employ this fund for the endowment of two agricultural 
schools in which the medium of instruction is to be, respectively, 

Arabic and Hebrew. The agricultural field service has been 
strengthened to permit inclusion of the new northern districts 
of Metullah and Huleh in the general departmental organisation, 
and extra forest guards have been engaged for the protection 
of recently constituted state forests. Headquarters of the de¬ 
partment were transferred from Carmel to Jerusalem. A second 
Agricultural Show was held at JalTa in June and was the sub¬ 
ject of favourable comment. 

Agricultural Service. 

2. The season opened with abundant and well-distributed 

rains which encouraged a large extension of the area planted Vide Appendix^L. 

to winter grain grops and gave promise of an exceptionally 

satisfactory agricultural year. Abnormally high temperatures 

and dessicating winds, however, during the critical stages of 

development in spring, limited the ultimate returns particularly 

in the southern district. Barley, fortunately, had generally Vide Appendix VII. 

matured before the onset of the heat wave and has l»een an 

excellent crop throughout the country, the total yield of 70,060 

tons comparing favourably with 40,000 tons for the previous 

season. Afir wheal planted in autumn before the rains, also 

made a good showing, particularly in the north, but late wheat 

suffered severely in the ripening stage and was a total loss over 

considerable areas in the Jordan Valley. A final return of 

09,000 Ions, as compared with 101.000 tons for 1925, represents 

in consequence a considerably lower average yield from an 

extended acreage Relative prices for local and imported wheats 

also reflect the influence ;of unfavourable climatic conditions on 

the quality of the crop. Small increases in supplies of beans, 

lentils and kersenneh similarly indicate considerable additional 

planting and the more general adoption of rotation crops. 

3. Of summer staples sesame exhibited the least resistance 

to unfavourable weather and the total yield fell from 5,000 tons Vide Appendix VII. 
in 1925 to 1,800 tons in 1926. Durra (millet) was less affected 
but only yielded 24,000 tons as compared with 30.000 tons Vide Appendix xvi (a), 
harvested in the previous year J The area planted to tobacco 
has been further restricted but better yields and a high stan¬ 
dard of quality were generally observed. A failure to obtain 
imperial ^preferential customs rates for Palestinian leaf closed 
the Britisn market to the local product as the industry in its 
present stage of development is in no position to compete at a 
disadvantage with more favourably situated territories. Important 
shipments have, however, been made to Germany and Italy, 
while the establishment of branch factories in this country by 
leading makers of Turkish cigarettes would appear to assure 
growers of a local demand for all high grade leaf. Cotton was 
only grown on a commercial scale at two centres where boll-worm

again reduced the yield of marketable lint to unprofitable figures. 
A local cotton-growing association has nevertheless been organised 
to continue an investigation of the possibilities of the crop. 

4. The effects of unfavourable climatic conditions were 
unfortunately enhanced by a marked fall in the prices obtained 
for all leading staples. Such result is attributed to a general 
depreciation in world values; to an overdue deflation of the 
excessive prices for certain products which obtained in the 
previous year, and to the unsettled condition of the Syrian 
market. Wheat fell locally from 1H8 lo 1.18 piastres per unit 
(as compared with a reduction in the world price from 1(H) to 
152 cents) hut at the latter figure still stood at a premium of 
11 points on Die standard (Winnipeg) quotation ami 30,000 
tons were imported for local consumption. Barley suffered 
even more seriously from the immediate effects of a heavy 
local crop and at harvest dmpped to 07 piastres per 100 kilos 
as compared with 120 piastres paid during the same month of 
the previous year. Some recovery from this level, however, was 
already noticeable in November as a result ol the first exports 
in bulk which have been recorded for four years. 


5. The place of cereals on the highly priced land and 
limited areas occupied by immigrant settlements, was called 
into serious question during previous years when values were 
abnormal; in present circumstances the only question is that 
of finding alternative crops of greater intrinsic value and capable 
of flourishing in local conditions. On the other hand, attention 
has been drawn in earlier reports to the fellah's relative advan¬ 
tages for grain cultivation and the production of crops requiring 
a large application of unskilled and domestic labour, with a 
minimum of equipment and capital expenditure, ft is conse¬ 
quently held that the near future will see distinct systems of 
farming having reference to the peculiar economic and social 
conditions of the two communities, crystallising from the solution 
of current experiments. The Arab, with no credit facilities, 
will continue to (arm wheat, barley, sesame, millet, beans, lentils, 
vegetables and tobacco: lo grow olives, figs and apricots without 
irrigation, and to breed cattle, horses, sheep, donkeys and camels, 
utilising relatively large areas of laud unsuited to intensive and 
costly exploitation. Within such a system the scope for deve¬ 
lopment from present standards, even without serious capital 
outlay, is almost indefinite. 


6. The immigrant fanner, however, must obtain from 
his small and highly-priced holding average returns reflecting 
concentrated and skilled effort, together with heavy capital 
expenditure on development and equipment towards which he is 
privileged to draw on many sources of contribution. Cultivation 
on such a holding must approximate in character to that required 
for market gardening ana include tractor ploughing or trench¬ 
ing for fruit trees. Irrigation will be essential to a majority of 
appropriate crops and particularly to a system of catchcroppintf. 
Horticulture, dairying and poultry farming must feature largely 
m the system. The highest grade stock can alone he profitably 
utilised in a scheme of hand-feeding for there will be little or 
no grazing, and the standard of products must be that demanded 
by the escort markets, for local consumption is limited. Preli¬ 
minary training of 
by technical and ex 
and mills will also 
treatment of many of the products together witli special facili¬ 
ties, such as tramways lor the transport of raw materials and 
relrigerator vans for the shipment of perishable goods. Granted 
such an organisation, it should be possible to replace wheat and 
barley by sugar-beet, flax, oil seeds, tobacco, materia medica, 
etc, on dry land, while irrigation would render possible the 
substitution of oranges, sugar-cane and bananas for olive9, 
almonds and apricots in districts enjoying suitable climatic con¬ 
ditions. In the present stage of development, however, settle¬ 
ments are equipped with little more than the requirements, of 


tpert supervision of all operations. Factories 
be required for the efficient preparation and 
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ordinary arable tannin# and dairying lor a town milk-supply. If 
Drainage as an anti-malarial measure lias certainly proved of 
agricultural value and the means of irrigating limited areas, 
but an organisation such as has been outlined above, has yet 
to be formulated and financed. 

7. In the meantime individual effort stimulated bv parti¬ 
cularly favourable market conditions, has been principally directed 
to an extension of fruit-farming. Though the orange crop for 

the season 11125/20 had been much reduced by abnormal frosts Appendix VII. 
at the beginning of the former year, prices were generally very 
satisfactory and new markets were being opened. The forma¬ 
tion of new groves is consequently proceeding on a considerable 
scale, the land in most cases being well prepared by means 
of tractor ploughs of which 113 urnls are now being operated. Vide Appendix XIV. 
During the year under review ti,f)00 dunoms were planted with 
oranges and grape-fruit ami 7,100 dunoms prepared for planting 
next spring. Prospects for the crop now being harvested are 
excellent and early shipments, amounting to some 18,000 cases, 
to England and Egypt in October realised encouraging prices. 

In view, however, of very heavy supplies now in sight, nego¬ 
tiations have been entered into with the Governments of Egypt, 

Italy, Turkey and Poland to secure, if possible, a removal of 
current restrictions on the importation of the Jalfa orange into 
those countries. Arrangements have also been made to ellect 
locally, and at a very much lower charge, fumigation of con¬ 
signments as required by the Egyptian Government and pre¬ 
viously applied in the Egyptian Customs A representative 
committee has been appointed to examine the possibility ol 
implementing the suggestions with reference to the local orange 
crop contained in a recent report ol the Imperial Economic 
Committee. Trial shipments of oranges to British India, Ceylon 
and the Dutch East-Indies had promising results which open 
up a prospect of a wide oriental market for this product. A 
lirst Citrus Show held at Jaffa in February attracted a large 
attendance and afforded the means of demonstrating improved 
methods of grading and packing for the export markets. 

8. The vintage has on the whole been satisfactory, table Vide Appendix VII. 
grapes in particular having afforded substantial profits to the 

growers and there is a distinct tendency to plant lor this market 
rather than lo extend wine vineyards. The cumulative effects 
ol deficient rainfall, however, during the past five seasons in 
the Judaean Hills and the Hebron District have necessitated 
the uprooting of several famous vineyards for replanting. Large 
shipments of table-grapes from the latter area were sent by 
rail to the Egyptian markets. The total crop of grapes was slightly 
less than that recorded for the previous season but extensive 
planting is proceeding. Difficulty attributed to the unfavourable 
rates of exchange, is still experienced in finding satisfactory 
export markets for table wines. 

9. Field melons gave a normal crop but prices were 
barely remunera ive owing largely to a restricted Syrian demand. 

Olives exhibited the usual biennial fluctuation in yield and the 
crop of fruit and oil was nearly double that obtained in the 
previous season. Fig£ were poor in quality as a result of 
extensive damage by scale-insects. Almonds similarly suffered 
severely Irom tne attacks of borer and many plantations have 
been uprooted and replaced by oranges and other fruit trees. 

10. Much interest has been displayed in banana cultivation 
and considerable planting is in hand. Excellent prices have 
been secured for all available supplies and foreign enquiries 
have teen received for particulars of areas and irrigation facil¬ 
ities available for the cultivation of this fruit. The possibility 
of employing properly equipped steamers for the shipment of 
oranges in winter and bananas in summer to the British mar¬ 
kets, has been brought under discussion. The development of 
e comprehensive irrigation scheme covering suitable areas in- 
the Jordan Valley would, however, appear to be an essential

preliminary both to banana-planting on an export scale and the 
establishment of a cane-sugar industry. 

Forest Service. 


11. Steady progress has been made since the promulga¬ 
tion of the new Forest Ordinance in March, 192b, with the 
reservation of state forests of which 1,920 had been formally 
constituted by proclamation at the end of September. Pending 
survey external boundaries only have been signified with 
reference to natural features, roads and tracks, cultivated lands, 
etc, in a form intelligible to the local inhabitant. Such proce¬ 
dure is admittedly provisional and revision based on a detailed 
survey of external and internal boundaries and a definition of 
seivitudes will be necessary. As, however, the sanctions of the 
new ordinance only applied to proclaimed state forests, protection 
of natural timber resources could only be made effective by 
the emergency action under review. The specific exclusion of 
lands already under cultivation within forest-boundaries from 
the incidence of the ordinance, without prejudice to the sul»- 
sequent assertion of state ownership, coupled with a recognition 
of customary rights to forest produce, has gone far to obviate 
opposition to measures of conservation. Where such an attitude 
has been exhibited, in isolated cases, the motive has invariably 
been found political in character. (Haims of private ownership 
if supported by any satisfactory evidence, are accepted as good 
cause for suspending reservation pending enquiry. The area 
of forests reserved to date is estimated to be (lie equivalent of 
half the total as ascertained hv a preliminary reconnaissance 

last vear. 

■ 


12. The forest survey lias been brought under the technical 
supervision and control of the Director of Surveys. Failing 
funds for additional technical equipment and field expenditure, 
the appointment of a second forest surveyor lias been postponed. 
One officer, however, after a short course of special instruction 
is now surveying selected areas with reference to the general 
system of triangulation and his work, which is independently 
checked and calculated, should have a permanent value as a 
contribution to the general survey of the country. The scale 
adopted has been 1 : 5.000 and the plans show main contours, 
roads, tracks and, in certain cases, the boundaries of internal 
plots of cultivated land, together with the composilion of the 
forest by species and the density of stock. Permanent and 
numbered boundary marks have been erected with due precau¬ 
tions against displacement or removal. 


Id. The preparation of additional working plans must 
await further progress with this survey. In the meantime 
valuable infprmation has been accumulated with regard to 
sylvicultural features in the different types of natural forests 
and the requrrements of right-owners in the forms of forest 
produce and grazing. The various planting schemes initiated 
during the past five years are also beginning to yield results 
which can be applied advantageously to the preparation of 
working plans. At the moment, however, reservation of all 
available forest lands is the main preoccupation of the service, 
coupled with the control of felling by licence and the organisa¬ 
tion of annual “coupes" based on the estimated total area of 
individual forests. As a means of affording partial protection 
to forests not yet reserved, the felling of several of the more 
valuable forest species was prohibited, except by special licence, 
throughout the country until further notice. 


14. The work of conservation is facilitated by a continued 
improvement in the attitude of the public and a growing 
recognition that the interests of the neighbouring community 
are being advanced by departmental action. The partial protec¬ 
tion early applied to wide areas of unclassed forest is being 
steadily replaced by more intensive measures in definite reserves. 
The posting of additional personnel has contributed much to

efficiency and has secured more tangible results. Convictions 
for forest offences are also more readily obtainable under the 
terms of the new ordinance, though delays in the disposal of 
forest-cases continue to impose an unfair burden on an over¬ 
worked lield service, it has consequently been proposed that 
authority should be granted to senior forest officers to compound 
minor forest offences. The inadequacy of sentences imposed by 
the courts is also the frequent subject of complaint, lor whereas 
the maximum penalty was raised, alter due consideration, in 
the new ordinance from £E. 50 to £E. 100, the heaviest fine 
imposed throughout the year was one of £E.5. Cases were 
brought against 668 alleged offenders of whom 632 were con¬ 
victed and 36 acquitted. A majority had reference to illegal 
felling and there was a marked decrease in charges of encroach¬ 
ment on forest land which is attributed to progress with 


15. Control ol lime-burning was temporarily withdrawn 
from the forest service and transferred to District Officers by 
the terms of the Mining Amendment Ordinance. As soil-binding 
plants are principally used for this operation much damage to 
forest-soils in the hills early resulted from this administrative 
change together with considerable loss of revenue due to un¬ 
licensed burning. Strong representations resulted in a reversion 
to the earlier arrangement and control was tightened by the 
inclusion of several important soil-binding plants in the schedule 
of species the felling and removal of which is prohibited 
throughout the country except under licence. The use of coal 
and other mineral fuels for lime-burning is also to be encour¬ 
aged by a reduction in the tax on lime so produced. 

16 Soil protection also involves control of grazing, for 
soil-binding plants commonly furnish the bulk of available stock- 
food in forest areas. Provision is consequently made by licence 
for village livestock on the basis of the capacity of the area 
and subject to the payment of a nominal fee as a customary 
right is recognised. Grazing for strangers’ cattle is permitted 
when the conditions warrant and there is no resulting infringe¬ 
ment on village rights, but the scale of fees is considerably 
higher. A systematic collection and identification of forage plants 
has been organised and an enquiry set on foot to determine 
the actual carrying capacity of forest lands of different types. 
An analysis has also been made of the returns to goat-farming 
on forest pasture with a view to limiting an excessive increase 
in this particularly destructive class of livestock. 


An increasing annual invasion of the limited areas of forest 
grazing by migratory foreign flocks and herds also constitutes 
a problem of progressive gravity. Temporary relief has, however, 
been obtained from the closing of the northern frontier on 
account of the prevalence of cattle plague in Syria and the 
Lebanon. Drastic restrictions on such movement will nevertheless 
be necessary in the interests both of the local stock-owner and 
of forest conservation. 

17. Coppice regrowth is the principal factor in the re¬ 
generation of a large majority of forests and the results are 
becoming very noticeable where the system of annual “coupes” 
was early introduced. Natural reproductiou from seed has been 
most marked in the case of the Aleppo Pine on Mount Carmel 
and in the Ramallah District. Seedlings of other indigenous 
species are grazed by goats and regeneration is only observable 
in closed forest areas. 

18. Fourteen forest nurseries have been operated by the 
department during the year and over a million trees were in 
stock on 1st September, as compared with 626,000 on the same 
date in 1925. Issues to Government plantations during the season 
1925/26 amounted to 245,000 units, sales to the public to 84,000 
and gratis issues to public bodies, schools, etc. to 32,000. The 
public demand for trees shows no sicns of diminution and this 
year a number of applicants, including private nursery-men, 
placed large advance orders accompanied by cash deposits. The

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system of “flying nurseries" has been further developed and 
particularly satisfactory results were obtained at the Gaza Sand 
Dune Nursery where 300,000 plants were raised under adverse 
conditions of climate and locality. Other dune nurseries have 
been maintained at Acre and Jebalia in close proximity to the 
sea-shore for the production of plants for sand-fixation in the 
immediate neighbourhood of the plantation area. Three temporary 
nurseries have similarly been sited in forest reserves in connection 
with planting programmes. 

19. Afforestation operations were prosecuted at eighteen 
centres during the season 1925/26. Some were in the nature of 
an extension of schemes initiated in previous years while others 
were new undertakings. The work covered the planting of'waste¬ 
lands, the reclamation of sand-dunes and the improvement of 
forest-reserves, under most diverse conditions of soil and climate 
which involved the employment of a large variety of species 

Vide Appendix xxvil. and a wide adaptation of planting methods. Private planting was 

restricted by a financial crisis which affected particularly Jewish 
organisations interested in the work of afforestation. Tlie estab¬ 
lishment, however, of a factory at Khedara for the treatment 
of Eucalyptus timber and propaganda in the press based on a 
detailed analysis of profits actually derived from existing plant¬ 
ations, should do much to stimulate renewed effort in this 
direction which is already evidenced by the sales of stock from 
government nurseries cited above. Arbor Day was again celeb¬ 
rated with the greatest enthusiasm throughout the country and 

bv all communities.

20 The incidence of contagious animal disease was ex- 

xxx u0?nd <b ceptionally heavy during the year under review. The situation, 

,a * n '■ however, at the time of writing is not unsatisfactory except 

perhaps with reference to contagious abortion in Jewish dairy 
herds. Two outbreaks of “foot and mouth” disease occurred 
during February at Kalaudia near Jerusalem and at Nablus 
involving a herd of 45 cows at the former centre and 10 at the 
latter. A consignment of Dutch cattle together with hay, straw 
and peatmoss lidding, had been introduced to Kalaudia two 
months prior to the outbreak and infection is referred either 
to the imported cows or to the accompanying fodder and bedding. 
Strict farm quarantine and emergency vaccination were adopted 
as measures of con'rol at both centres with satisfactory results 

fi 

and the disease was suppressed. No further cases have been 
reported to the date of writing. 

21 An outbreak of cattle plague coincided with the simul¬ 
taneous infection of villages in the Tiberias, Nablus and Ramleli 
Districts/ on the 29tb July. The infection was attributed to an 
epidemic of plague in the Damascus area of which no report 

Vide Appendix XL. was received in time to permit precautionary measures to be 

taken. From these first widely distributed foci of infection the 
disease spread to 39 villages before measures of control could 
become completely effective. In the Nablus District only, however, 
where 1^ villages were infected, did the disease assume epidemic 
form, and at only one centre, Arah in the Haifa District, did 
mortality assume serious proportions. There, of a herd of 682 
animals, 22 died and 73 were destroyed as a preventive measure. 
The total number of cattle subjected to infection in the 39 
villages was 8,382; of these, \\$, or 1.35 % died, and 226, or 
2.69%, were destroyed as showing symptoms of the disease, 
before inoculation of the herds with serum could be completed. 
The total initial loss was consequently 339 head, or 4%- After 
a first application of serum to the surviving 8,031 head, 40 
additional deaths and 40 preventive destructions were reported, 
making a total additional mortality of 80 head, or 0.98%. A 
second application was completely effective and was followed 
*>y no further deaths or destructions. In the absence of further 
outbreaks, the final loss may therefore be written as 419 head r 
or 5%, of the cattle subjected to infection. The cost of the 
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campaign which covered practically the entire country, except 
Gaza and Heersheba, including purchase of serum and additional 
equipment, compensation for animals destroyed and payment 
of additional technical and clerical stall, amounted to about 
£E. 12,000. No further centres of infection, and no additional 
cases in earlier infected areas, have been reported since the 
15th of September, and notices declaring areas to be infected 
have all been withdrawn, it is now possible to say that the 
disease has been, at least temporarily, suppressed. 


22. The situation, however, in Syria and the Lebanon 
where the disease is still spreading, constitutes a grave threat 
of re-infection from the north. Control in these countries has 
been little effective and even the use of serum has been pro¬ 
hibited by the Government of the Lebanon. Special measures 
on the northern frontier have consequently been taken to 
minimise evasion of quarantine regulations and to ensure im¬ 
mediate reports of new outbreaks on the border. The co-operation 
of the Governments of Syria and the Lebanon in a generel 
campaign for the suppression of plague has also been invited. 


23. Fifteen occurrences of anthrax, resulting in 101 deaths, 
were controlled by the vaccination of 3,252 head of stock. Nine 
outbreaks of glanders were reported, involving 15 horses of 
which one died and the remainder were destroyed as a preventive 
measure. Eight cases of epizootic lymphangitis were also destroyed. 
Haemoi rhagic septicemia occurs annually in the Huleh area, 
attacking principally young bulialoes. The veterinary laboratory' 
has consequently prepared both a serum and a vaccine for the 
protection of animals during the dangerous season. Seven out¬ 
breaks of infectious pleuro-pneumonia of goats caused a mortality 
of 1,011 head and 80 affected animals were destroyed. Isolation 
of diseased animals and segregation of infected herds was 
practised. A single outbreak of sheep-pox was suppressed after 
5 animals had died and 33 had been destroyed as a preventive 
measure. 


24. Rabies continues to be prevalent throughout the 
country, 72 animal cases having been reported of which 61 
were confirmed by the Department of Health. Suspect animals 
to the number of 491 were kept under observation in municipal 
kennels; 8,129 ownerless and unregistered dogs were destroyed 
by the veterinary service; 5,367 by municipal personnel and 
2,819 by the civil forces. Jackals to the number of 217 were 
also destroyed as an anti-rabic measure. As the latter vermin 
are considered to be largely responsible for the spread of the 
disease, a system of rewards for their destruction has been 
instituted. 


25. Heavy mortality occured among cattle, sheep and 
goats in the Northern District during January and February 
as a result of lack of grazing and exposure to severe weather 
which reduced resistance to tick-borne diseases. Parasitic 
gastro-enteritis in goats and, to a lesser degree, in sheep assumed 
epidemic proportions during October and November in the Acre 
and Hebron Districts, causing a loss of approximately 15,000 
head. Animals to the ,m/mber of 40,000 head w’ere treated with 
a solution of copper-sulphate. Lousiness and sheep-scab also 
predisposed many flocks to disease and the need for a general 
dipping campaign remains as urgent as ever. 


2tk Quarantine returns reflect the passage of 226,377 ani¬ 
mals through stations during the year. Revenues from quarantine 
fees amounted to LE. 5,518 as compared with LE. 6,715 for the 
previous year, the reduction being due to the closing of all land 
frontiers as an anti-cattle-plague measure. Purebred cattle tothe 
number of 238 were imported for breeding purposes. Veterinary 
legal cases including many charges of cattle-poisoning, continue to 
bake an exacting demand on the time of veterinary officers. 
A special veterinary stall was posted to the Transjordan Frontier

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Force during the year with some consequent relief to the 
departmental veterinary service, which has, however, still to 
combine attendance on police horses with the control of con¬ 
tagious animal disease. 

27. The work of the veterinary laboratory suffered as a 
result of the outbreak of cattle plague which necessitated 
the senior veterinary officer’s continued absence in the field. 
The appointment of a laboratory asssistant enabled, however, 
certain work to be maintained throughout the year. Microscopic 
examinations were made of 858 specimens from 419 cases of 
animal disease and 1,400 blood tests for the diagnosis of con¬ 
tagious abortion. Anti-haemorrhagic septicaemia serum and 
vaccine were prepared as well as vaccines for the control of 
contagious abortion. Research w*ork was also continued as far 
as possible, with particular reference to Theileria (Egyptian 
Fever) the results of which have been prepared for publication. 
Better laboratory accommodation was obtained and occupied 
towards the end of the year and new equipment has been 
installed. 

Livestock Service. 

28. The need lor improving the local standard of all 
clases of livestock has at last received practical recognition, 
and a scheme for a central stud-farm at Acre with five branch 
establishments in the districts, provisionally approved in 1922, 
has now materialised. Serious delays in the shipment of material 
and fittings, resulting from the coal strike in England, further 
postponed completion of the necessary buildings, but initial 
consignments of horses, cattle and donkeys have already been 
shipped and should be installed before the end of the year. 
Accommodation at Acre includes modern housing for pedigree 
horses, cattle, donkeys, sheep and poultry, with well-watered 
paddocks, isolation stable and foaling boxes. A manager, Brigadier- 
General A. J. MacNeill, was appointed in October and an ex¬ 
perienced stockman is accompanying animals from England. In 
the meantime, lists of suitable female stock have been prepared 
in the districts and propaganda conducted among local stock- 
owners. 


Pc 


29. Three pure-bred Arab stallions of different and famous 
desert strains, entered in the General Stud Book, have been 
urchased from the Crabbet Stud in England. Two large Cata- 
onian jackasses for mulebreeding are being obtained from 
Barcelona, together with three jackasses and three donkey mares 
from Cyprus for the improvement of the local donkey and for 
jennet breeding. One North Devon and three South Devon 
pedigree bulls have been shipped, as these types are considered 
the most suitable for cross-breeding with local Arab cattle. 
Initial results from pure-line poultry breeding and the except¬ 
ionally satisfactory prospects of this industry have warranted a 
large extension or the present station at Acre, the establishment 
of a second centre at Jerusalem, and the importation of additional 
stock from ^ngland. 


30 A census of cattle, being the first taken since the 
year 1921, was made in the interests of plague control and 
revealed an increase of 72,721 head or 67 % during the period 
of five years. With reference to other classes of livestock, annual 
returns for animal tax reveal an absence of any increase of the 
stock of sheep during the past three years but an extraordinary 
multiplication of goats, the current return of 841,000 comparing 
with 537,000 in the previous year and 271,000 in 1920. A very 
strong case for control by a supertax, which has been adopted 
in Cyprus, or other means, can be stated in the interests of 
afforestation and of other more valuable classes cf livestock. A 
rapidly growing demand for cheap transport is reflected by a 
steady increase in the stock of camels which are now three 
times as numerous as in 1920. 
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31. Slaughter-house returns show a small decrease in the Vide Appendix XLVL 
number of animals consumed which is to be attributed to 

restrictions on importation necessitated by cattle plague. The 
problem of finding alternative sources of supply to infected 
neighbouring territories has been partially solved by opening 
up a trade in slaughter stock with Cyprus and Roumania. The 
wide-spread distribution at the present time of such contagious 
animal diseases as cattle plague, “foot-and-mouth'* disease and 
anthrax, renders this country’s dependence on foreign meat 
supplies additionally regrettable, and measures for the encourage¬ 
ment of breeding are particularly opportune. 

Entomological Service. 

32. Control of black-scale of oranges in the Northern vide Appendix 
District continued to engross the attention of the entomological x J “• 
service, as the protection of the Jalfa groves from this pest is 

accepted as a duty of the very lirst importance. The question 
ol liability for the costs of fumigation and the owners’ capacity 
to meet this statutory charge caused some delay at the begin¬ 
ning of the season and operations were not commenced until 
the beginning of June. A first unit started work atZeeb, north 
of Acre, at a point where work ceased at the end of the previous 
year. Another outfit was brought into use at the beginning of 
July for a second application of the treatment to groves which 
had been fumigated in 1925, the intention being to treat all the 
gardens in this heavily infected area for two successive years. 

Early in September a third outfit was organised and posted to 
groves in the neighbourhood of Acre. In November a unit was 
sent to Migdal near Tiberias for one month’s work. Records for 
the season are not yet complete but the work accomplished may 
be considered in every way satisfactory. 

33. Field mice gave little trouble during the year and 
their isolated appearances were promptly countered by the use 
of the gassing machine described in previous reports. The mole- 
trap introduced by the department has also proved very efficacious 
and several hundred units have been distributed. Strychnine 
capsules for the destruction of jackals and stray dogs, as an 
anti-rabic measure, were prepared and issued in large numbers 
from the entomological laboratory. Dusting of spring vegetables 
with a mixture of Paris Green and road dust was demonstrated 
for the control of phytophagous beetles and gave excellent 
results. As the method can be easily utilised by the small farmer, 
an extended application may be expected next season. 

34. The plant inspection service at ports of entry was 
called upon to deal with a large number of consignments and 
4,700 examinations were made with a resulting interception of 
95 dangerous pests and diseases. The importation of citrus 
fruits, bananas and other plants from Syria was prohibited 
owing to the danger of introducing black-scale and other pests 
into non-infected areas of Palestine. The movement ot a number 
of plants from the Northern to the Southern District was for¬ 
bidden for similar reasons. 

35. Research on the Fig Scale was continued and the 
life-cycle of this insect has-been ascertained. A paper on the 
subject was contributed by the Government Entomologist to the 
Bulletin of Entomological Research. A chart of insect pests and 
a pamphlet on fumigation were issued. Two conferences were 
attended at Damascus having for their object the formation of 
a Locust Bureau for the Near East on the basis of proposals 
formulated by this department in the previous year. The entomo¬ 
logical laboratory has now been equipped for seed-testing and 
this service offered to the public. 

Analytical Service. 

36. The removal of the analytical laboratory from Carmel 
to Jerusalem and re-organisation at new' headquarters led to a 
suspension of analytical work for some months. Examination ot 



samples forming the basis of the soil-survey was then continued 
and a detailed report on a further section of the survey com¬ 
pleted. Samples of stock-food to the number of thirty-two, from 
all parts of the country, were also analysed and the results 
tabulated, with an accompanying report, for reference to the 
Imperial Committee of Civil Research (Mineral Content of Natural 
Pastures). In this connection Mr. Crichton, at the suggestion 
of the Secretary of State, visited Palestine in November and 
brought under discussion a project for an extension of this local 
investigation. 

37. The Agricultural Chemist has prepared detailed schemes 
of fertiliser experiments for the newly established agricultural 
stations at Acre and Heisan, in which connection a number of 
soil and fertiliser samples have been examined. This undertaking 
has been correlated in detail with fertilizer tests at the stations 
of the Palestine Zionist Executive, and uniformity of conditions 
has been ensured by an employment of material and seeds 
from the same sources of supply. A scheme for the coordina¬ 
tion of alf analytical work has also been formulated with agricul¬ 
tural chemists employed by the various colonising agencies. 

Meteorological Service. 

Vide Appendix LI. 38. A meteorological record was maintained at six official 

and fifteen non-official stations, in addition to which a return 
of rainfall only was made by a number of private observers. 
The department continues to be indebted for scrutiny and audit 
of the record to the Director of the Physical Service in Egypt. 
The total average rainfall for the season 1925/26, as recorded 
at twenty-one stations was slightly below normal, being 495 
m/ms as compared with an established mean of 522 m-ms, but 
was the best experienced since 1921/22. A very regular reduct- 
Vide Appendix LII. ion in total precipitation from north to south was again observed, 

with a repetition of local deficiency at Jerusalem. Mention has 
already been made of an exceptionally high mean temperature 
and reduced humidity in March and April which have been 
determining factors of crop returns. 

Fishery Service. 

39. The appointment of a Marine biologist for which 
provision has been made on the current budget, is still pending. 

Vid« Appendix UV. i n the meantime further data have been accumulated with 

reference to the distribution by season and locality of the various 
species of edible fish. An examination has also been made of 
Vide Appendix LY'L the methods employed for taking fish of different kinds and at 

different seasons of the year. Application of regulations issued 
under the fisheries Ordinance has been very limited in the 
absence of iny organised coastal patrol. Recommendations in 
this connection have been submitted by a committee represent¬ 
ing the interested departments. 

40. The total catch at Haifa, which remains the principal 
Vide Appendix LIU. fishing port, was small, being only 132 tons as compared with 

177 tons for the previous season. A reduction in tne general 
average price from Pt. 7.8 to Pt. 6.2 per kilo was recorded, a 
result which is attributed to heavy importations of fresh, cured 
Vide Appendix lvjii. and tinned fish and to a limitation of the excessive profits earlier 

taken by a ring of brokers. A motor-trawler from Lowestoft 
* employed in experimental fishing during the season 1925/26, 
has been withdrawn as the absence of harbour facilities proved 
prohibitive of profitable operations.
